They consist of three distinct circles 
sweeping around the city; First, the 
solid wall of masonry, eighteen feet 
high, extending for twenty two miles 
around the old sections of Paris; se c ­ 
ond, the system of seventeen detached 
forts arranged at intervals two m iles 
beyond tile wall and making a circuit 
of the city thirty-four miles In extent. 
and, third, an outer girdle of forts sev­ 
enty-five miles iii circuit on the heights 
commanding the valley of the Seine. 


Each L in e of Defense Com plete. 
Each of these circles of masonry and 
steel Is a complete defense in itself, the 
forts being linked together with re­ 
doubt, bastion and glacis, which per­ 
mit a crossfire against approach from 
any direction. 
The magnitude of the 
system is shown by its area, which is 
400 square miles. 
The wall around Paris and the sev­ 
enteen detached forts two miles beyond 
it were built by Louis Philippe. 
They 
sustained the German siege of I ST* ►-1. 
and the outer forts have since been 
greatly strengthened. The third line of 
forts, on the hills of St. Germain. Cor- 
milles and Villiers, are of modern con­ 
struction, with the latest types of bat­ 
teries and heavy guns. 
The inner wall about Paris surrounds 
the best known aud most important 
sections of the city. including the busi- 
ness sections along the grand boule­ 
vards, the resilience sections on tile 
north and west of the city and tile 
Latin quarter and other sections of the 
left bank of tile Seine. Outside of tile 
wall a circle of suburbs extends for 
many miles, including Neuilly. Argen­ 
teum Versailles. Vincennes and many 
others. 
The forts of the second and 
third line of defenses are dotted among 
these suburbs, protecting them and tile 
approaches to the capital. 
The wall 
contains ninety three bastions and six­ 
ty-seven gates. 
Som e of these have 
been abandoned, owing to the pressure 
of modern construction and trade 
But 
recent advices received from Paris say 
that all the gates still existing are now 
closed at 8 p. rn. with rigid regulations 
against movements from within or 
without. 
The second line of forts Includes the 
famous 
fortress of Mont 
Valerian, 
which was the center of attack in the 
German siege of INTO. 
It is strength­ 
ened by two groups of works—Pa lites 
Bruyeres and tile Chatillon fort and 
batteries. South of the city is the yow 
of forts at Ivry, Blcetre. Mont Bouge, 
Vanves and Issy: north and east of 
Hie city are three great forts around 
St. Denis ami two others at Fort Au- 
bervillers and Fort Charenton, com 
manding the approaches from the great 
wood of Boody. 
The outer circle of forts, which are 
of the most modern type, have from 
twenty-four to sixty guns and OX) to 
1,200 men each 


C ould R esist 500,000 M en . 
Iii ak the three lines of defenses re 
quire 170,000 men to operate them , not 
counting troops assembled within the 
city. According to military experts, It 
would require a force of 500,000 mon 
to invest these defenses. 
General von Moltke, field m arshal of 
the German forces at the tim e of the 
siege of Paris of 1870-1, said in a re­ 
port on that siege that the French ar 
tillery arm am ent consisted of more 
than 2,027 pieces, including 200 of the 
largest caliber 
of naval 
ordnance 
There were TZK) pounds for each gun 
and a reserve of 3.000,OOO kilograms 
of powder. Von Moltke |>oints out that 
the bombardment of a fortified place in 
the heart of an enemy’s country Is dlf 
flcult, if not impossible, until the In 
Vader is m aster of the railways or wa 
terways by which heavy siege artillery 
can be brought up In full quantity. He 
explains the failure to bombard Paris 
at the outset of the former siege by 
saying it would have required 300 
heavy guns, with 500 rounds for each 
gun. The movement forward of these 
heavy guns would have required 4,500 
four wheeled wagons and 10,000 horses, 
which were not available. 
At a later stage the Germans brought 
up their siege guns, attacking the en 
ceinte and ports and dropping 300 to 
400 fifteen centimeter shells Into the 
heart of the city. Notwithstanding the 
fury of the German attacks. Paris with 
stood tile siege for 132 days. 
Sin 
then the entirely new and outer third 
line of defense has been erected , and 
military experts say the fortifications 
as a whole are far more formhlahl 
than those which resisted tile forint 
siege.

Ch ang in g Matter. 
“Can the diamond be destroyed by in­ 
tense heat?” asks a reader. 
Yes. 
Any substance known can be 
vaporized in the fierce heat of the elec­ 
tric furnace. 
The word "destroyed” 
shoul^ not have been used. Diamond is 
chemically pure carbon—that is, lamp­ 
black—and the same quantity still ex­ 
ists after the diamond ha9 vanished. 
Man is now able to destroy the form of 
all matter known to chemists—that Is, 
matter disappears as matter, only to 
resolve back into Its primordial elec­ 
trons. 
These are pure electricity, and 
nothing else exists. These man cannot 
create nor destroy.

Building rn Fir#. 
In building a wood fire In an open 
fireplace shake out a double sheet of 
new spaper and crush it tightly, leaving 
the edges loose, th a t it may ignite easi­ 
ly. 
The back log should be of the 
greatest size that the fireplace will 
hold aud may be of green wood, as this 
Is the slowest to burn out. and the 
d raft and tire are strongest in the 
back. The log should be shoved against 
the wall. 
If It is a split log the Inside 
of it should be turned tow ard the front. 
Three logs are a good number to start 
a fire with tile back log. a sm aller one 
in front and the third log on top of 
these. 
All of the ashes of the tirst 
three or four should be left on the 
hearth, as they make a fine bed for 
keeping the em bers hot after they have 
fallen 
through 
the 
andirons. 
The 
wood should be mixed In order to 
have an ideal tire green wood with 
dry, and the harder varieties, oak and 
pine, with the wood of old fruit trees 
th at have died 
Apple wood gives a 
mellow, soft lig h t—New York Sun.
